The sheriff or c ol- 
lec tor whose dut> It Is to ret el\ e or c ollet t the taxes, 
shall c ollet t the interest ami peualt> and ac c ount for 
the same* in the same was In which the> are recpiired to 
collect and account for the taxes.*' 

Sec tions J I and 22 sa>. in part: 

"Within fifteen da>s after November first tax warrants 
will be issued b> the (otiuty Cllerlt directing the sheriff 
to sell property ami collect .ill delincpient taxes. A six 
per cent, penally docs on all unpaid taxes after Novem- 
ber first and in addition to this the same bears inte re st at 
the rate of six per cent, per annum, also the c eist of ad- 
vertising, cleric's fc*es. etc . The sheriff is subject to a 
penalty of freim SUM) to S.lfM) for eae h failure' let e nllec t 
taxes as required b> this law."
